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GEORGE WASHINGTON, THE 
UNSELFISH. 
Viewing the character and career 
bf George Washington, the annver- 
sary of whose birth rs celebrated to­ 
day as a national holiday -throughout 
this country, the one great outstand­ 
ing fact in his life that impresses us 
more and more as the years go by is 
that his patriotism and the love of lib­ 
erty that animated him during all the 
long .struggle of the colonies for self­ 
government was purely 
altruistic as 
far as he personally was concerned, 
and that in uniting his fortunes with 
the struggling colonists he was placing 
his all upon the altar of his country 
and jeopardizing everything he pos­ 
sessed for an ideal, that, even though 
successful, promised nothing for him 
beyond what he already possessed. 
George 
Washington 
before 
the 
revolution was a rich man, the richest 
man, probably in the new world. 
He 
was an aristocrat, and an aristocrat in 
those days meant just what the word 
Implies. 
All that life could offer was 
his. 
Wealth in lands, in slaves and in 
money was his in abundance. World­ 
ly position had come to him by virtue 
of his birth and he headed his class, 
not only in his own colony but in all 
the colonies, by virtue of that birth 
and the fortune that was his. 
He was 
in fact a man set apart from the ordi­ 
nary people by reason of the class dis­ 
tinction that in those 
days 
was not 
only recognized 
by custom, 
but by 
law as well. 
He stood high in the 
esteem of the 
English 
government 
and those who represented it in the 
colonies. 
He was the representative 
of a long line of Washingtons who in 
the mother country, and in this, had 
always been aristocratic Englishmen, 
loyal to the crown and appreciative of 
the prestige and privileges that went 
with the gentle birth that was their in­ 
heritance. 
As an outstanding charac­ 
ter in the colonial life he could, with­ 
out doubt, have had from England 
any place of honor or emolument that 
he might have desired. 
There can be 
no question but that personally he felt 
very little the oppression of the Eng­ 
lish rule, for that oppression, as is al­ 
ways the case, fell most heavily upon 
the common people, those who worked 
.with their hands, who toiled that they 
plight live. 
Washington, by the very fact of his 
possessions and his 
social 
standing, 
was far removed from the hardships 
that followed the stern measures put 
into effect by the English king and 
had he been of those who placed their 
own welfare and fortunes first, there 
can be no question but that he would 
have 
opposed . the 
revolutionary 
movement from its first inception and 
would have refused always to partici­ 
pate in any of its activities. 
Indeed, 
we may well believe, that had he been 
as many others situated as was he, he 
would have been a strong and bitter 
enemy 
of the 
revolutionists 
to the 
very end. 
But not of this sort 
was 
George 
Washington. 
Never was there a mo­ 
ment’s hesitation on his part when the 
time came for him to choose between 
a struggling people and a tyrannical 
government. 
Casting 
aside 
family 
traditions, scorning the sordid tempta­ 


tion to protect his fortunes by, at least, 
non-action, ignoring the danger of los­ 
ing everything he possessed should 
the cause fail, he boldly threw him­ 
self into the front of the fray, made 
the people’s cause his own, and reck­ 
less o( the result to his own personal 
fortunes and in spite of the years that 
lay upon his head, for 
eight 
awful 
years led the little army of patriots 
through battle, 
through 
pestilence, 
through hunger and want, to a final 
victory that was the foundation upon 
which has been builded the greatest 
self-governing nation the world has 
ever known— that is the beacon light 
guiding all peoples to the better, high­ 
er and holier things in human affairs. 
It was Washington who made pos­ 
sible the l.nited States of America as 
it is today. 
And he did it because his 
heart was in perfect accord with the 
truest and highest aspirations of the 
human heart, despite the fact that his 
entire life 
and 
environment 
would 
have led him the other way had his 
patriotism not been greater, a thou­ 
sand times, than his own self desires.

WATER “CURES” OLD BELIEF 


In Both Ancient and Modem 
Daya 
Fountain* Have Been Considered 
Poole of Healing. 


When you drink mineral water do 
you do it because you believe in its 
curative properties or because you are 
superstitious? Or both? 
Extraordinary virtue bas been at­ 
tributed to the waters of pools and 
streams by nearly all peoples of all 
times. Among the modern Greeks to­ 
day we find the remnants of the old 
belief that the water from the Grotto 
of Macedonia would cure all those 
who drank if they entered the cave 
wit Ii » lamp or torch in one hand and 
a pitcher in the other, filled the pitch­ 
er and left some scrap of clothing be­ 
hind, going silently and not turning 
back from “being scared by the noises 
that ensued.” And not only in Greece, 
hut in England, there are many spots 
where the bushes around a certain 
pool will be hung thick with shreds of 
clothing left by those who came to be 
cured. 
According 
to 
modern Greeks the 
mineral springs are under the protec­ 
tion of the Nereids, and the virtue of 
the w ater depends upon it being drunk 
in silence and with appropriate sacri-’ 
flee. Old Church of England canons 
dating back to 1102 forbid the wor­ 
ship of wells without the bishop’s per­ 
mission, 
attributing 
the 
custom 
to 
leal hen ishness and a s u n ! va I of the 
worship of the fountain as a symbol 
Of the source of life. It was pointed 
out then that the naming of wells was 
as old as the days of the Patriarchs;

let ter Vv "James Russell Lowell, the 
toet, whose natal day is the same 
as General Washington’s. 
The tree was taken from Mount 
Vernon by Washington and sent to 
one of his" aides in the Revolution­ 
ary war, General Brown who plant­ 
ed it in the lawn before his home 
here. 
Asa K. Mcllhaney of Bath nomi­ 
nated the celebrated old tree for 
lite hall of fame. 
It is twenty-sev­ 
en feet and a half in circumference 
at Hie ba.^e and six from the ground 
it has a girth of seventeen feet. 
Nominating the tree Mr. Mcllan- 
ey sent iii the letter from Lowell, 
written thirty years ago, just four 
months before the noted poet died. 
It expresses his sympathy with the 
celebration of Arbor Day and his 
love of nature. 
It was written on 
the occasion of the planting of a 
tree for Lowell, by the school chil­ 
dren of Bath on his birthday, Feb­ 
ruary 22. 1891, and follows: 
“I sympathize warmly with the 
gracious object for the furtherance 
of which Arbor Day was instituted. 
I have planted many trees, and ev­ 
ery summer they repay me with an 
abundant gratitude.

The entire dis- 
triet affected is now within reach 
o! relief stations to wh’ch grain is 
being supplied as fast as it ran be 
transported into the interior by cart 
and manpower. 
Notwithstanding the widespread 
destitute area there have been com­ 
paratively few deaths from starva­ 
tion owing to the measures taken 
lr. the relief workers. 
The number of persons affected 
bv the famine bas been variously 
estimated from 5 million to ll mil­ 
lion, the latter being the number 
rained by the international commit­ 
tee. 
The first estimates were exagger­ 
ated owing to the lack of an accur­ 
ate census and the spotty character 
ot the famine, which now affects 
neighboring towns with different 
degrees of severity, due to improve­ 
ment brought about by the late 
crops. 
The crucial period, according to 
investigators on the

the 
people, weakened by provision, will 
have to take up their work on lands 
that are now mortgaged and with­
